any ope diea in youth, we gay, “What a
pty! Dr. Muhlenberg in old age said
that the hymn written' in early life by
his own hand no more expressed his sen-
timenit when it said,
I would not llve alway. .

If one be pleasantly circumstanced, he,
never wants to go. Willlam Cullen Bry-
ant, the great poet, at 82 years of age,
standing in my house in a festal group
reading “Thanatopeis” without specta-
cles; was just as anxions to live as when
at 18 years of age he wrote the immortal
threnody. Cato feared at 80 years of age
(hat he would not live to lenrn Greek,
Monaldesco at 115 years, writing the his-
tory of his time, feared a collapse, The-
ophrastus writing a book at 00 years of
age was nnxious to live to complete it.
Thurlow Weed at about 88 years of age
found life as great a desirability as when
he snuffed ont his first politician,

Albert Barnes, so well prepared for the
next warld, at 70 said he would rather
stay here, 8o it js all the way down. 1
suppose that the last time Methuselah
was out of doors in a storm he was
afraid of getting his feet wet lest it
ghorten +his days, Indeed I some time
figo preached a sermon on the blessings
of longevity, butin this, the Inst day of
1898, and when many are filled with sad-
nes! at the thought that another chapter
of their life is closing, and that they have
305 days lesa to live, I propose to preach
to yon about the advantages of an ab-
breviated earthly existence,

INDUSTRY INCULCATED.

If I were an agnostic, I would say a
man {8 blessed in proportion to the num-
ber of years he canstay on “terra firma,”
hecause.after that he falls off the decks,
and if he is ever pickedont of the deptha
it {8 only to be set up in some morgue of
the universe to see if anybody will claim
him. If I thought God made man only to
last 40 or 50 or 100 years, and then he
was to go into annihilation, I would say
his chief business ought to be to keep
alive and even in good weather to be very
cautious, and to carry an nmbrells and
talke oyershoes and life preservers and
bronze armor and weapous of defense
lest be fall off into nothingness and ob-
literation.

But, my friends, you are not agnos-
tics. You believe in immortality and
the eternal residence of the righteous in

““heaven, and thereforel firet remark that
an abbreviated earthly existence is to be
desired, and is a blessing becaunse it
makes one's life work very compaot, .

Bome_men go to business at 7 o'clock
in the morning and return at7in the
evening. Others go at 8 o'clock and re-
turn at 19. Others goat 10 and return
a4 4, | bave friends who are ten hoursa
day in business, others who are five hours,
others who are one hour. They all do
their work well—they do their entire
work, and then' they return. Which po-
gition de-you think the most desirable?
You say, other things being equal, the
man who is the shortest time detained in
business and who ¢éin return home the
quickest is the most blessed,

Now, my friends, why not carry that
good sense into the subject of transfer-
ence from this world? If a person diein

"ohildhood, he gets through his workat @
o'clock in the morning. If he die at 40

. years of age, he gets through his work at
12 o'clock noom, If he die at 70 years
of age, he gets throngh his work at &
o'clock in the afternoon. If he die at 80, he
has to toil £11 the way on up to 11 o'elock
at night. The sconer we get through
our work the better. The harvest all in
barrack or barn, the farmer does not sit
dowu in the stubble field, but, shoulder-
ing his scythe and taking his pitcher
from under a tree, he makes n straight
line for the old homestead. All we want
to be anxious about is to get our work
done and well done; the quicker the bet-
ter.

Again, there is a blegsing in an abbre-

viated earthly existence in the fact that
moral disaster might come upon the man
if he tarried longer. A man who had
been prominent in churches, and who
had been admired for his generosity and
kindness overywhere, for forgery was
sent to gtate prison for 15 yesrs, Twen-
ty yesrs before there was no more proba-
bility of that man's committing & com-
mercinl dishomesly than that yom will
cowmit cominercial dishonesty. The
number of men who fall into ruin be-
tween 50 aud 70 yoars of age is simply
appalling. If they had died 80 years be-
fors, it would have besn better for them
and Listter for their families. The short-

e great pressure of temptation comes
sometimes in this direction: At about
45 years of age a man's nervous system
changes, and some one tells him he must
take stimulants {o keep himeelf up, and
he takes stimulanta to keep himself up
nntil the stimulanta keep him down, or
a man hns been going along for 80 or 40
yeara in unsnccessful business, and here
is an opening where by one dishonorable
action he can [ift himself and lift his

family from all financinl embarrassment. |

He attempts to leap the chasm, and he

falls into it.
Then it is in after life that the great

temptation of success comes. If a man
make a fortune before 80 years of age,
he generally loses it before 40. The sol-
id and the permanent fortunes for the
most part do not come to their climax
antil midlife or in old age. The most of
the bank presidents have whits hair.
Many of those who have been largely
successful have been full of arrogaunce
or worldliness or dissipation in old age,
They may not have logt their integrity,
but they have become so worldly and so
selfish nnder the influence of large suc-
cess that it is evident to everybody that
their success has been atemporal calam-
ity and an eternal damage,

Concerning many people it may besaid
it geemns as if it would have been better
if they conld have embarked from this
life at 20 or 80 years of age. Do youn
know the resson why the vast majority
of people die before 857 It is because
they have not the moral endurance for
that which is beyond the 80 aud & mer-
ciful God will not allow them to be put
to the fearful strain.

Again, there is s blessing in an ab-
breviated earthly existence in the fuct
that one is the sooner taken off the de-
fensive. As soon as one is old enough to
take care of himself, he is put on his
guard, Bolts on the door to keep out
the robbers. Fireproof safes to keep off
thé flames, Life ingsurance and fire in-
surance against acoldents, Receipts lest
you have to pay s debt twice, Lifebout
against shipwreck, Westinghouse air
brake agsinst railroad collision. There
are many ready to overreach you and
take all you have, Defense ngainst cold,
defense against heat, defense against
sickness, defenge against the world's
abuse, defense all the way down 1o the
grave, and even the tombstone some-
times is not a sufficient barricade,

If a soldier who has Lieen on guard,
shivering and stung with the cold, pacing
up and down the parapet with shoul-
dered musket, is giad when some one
comes to relieve guard and he can go in-
side the fortress, ought not that man to
shout for joy who can put down his
weapon of earthly defense and go into
the king's castle? Who is the more for-
tunate, the soldier who has tostand guard
12 hours, or the man who has to stand
guinrd six hours? Wehave common sense
gbout everything but religion, common
sense about everything but trunsference
from this world.

THE EVIL TO COME.

Again, there is a blessing in an ab-
breviated earthly existence in the fact
that one escapes 50 many bereavements,
The longer we live the more attach-
ments and the more kindred, the more
chords to be wonnded or rasped or sun-
dered. If a man live on to 70 or B0 years
of age, how many graves are cleft at his
feet? In that long reach of time father
and mother go, brothers and sisters go,
children go, grandehildren go, personal
friends outside the family circle whom
they had loved with a love like that of
David and Jonathan,

Besides that, some men have a nataral
trepidation about dissolution, and ever
and anon during 40 or 50 or 60 ycars this
Horror” of their dissolution shudders
through soul and body. Now, suppose
the lad goesat 18 years of age. He es-
capes B0 funerals, 00 easkets, 60 obse-
quies, 60 awfal wrenchings of the heart.
It is hard enough for us to bear their de-
parture, but iz it hot easier forus to bear
their departure than for them to sty
and bear 50 departures? Shall wenot, by

the grace of God, rouse ourselves into a |

generoeity of bereavement which will
practically say, “It is hard enough for
me to go through this beresvement, but
how glad I am that he will never have to
go through iul" ;

So I reason with myself, and so you
will find it belpful to reason with your-
selves. David lost his son, Thongh
David was ‘king, he lay on the enrth
mourning and inconsolable for some
time. Au this distance of time. which
do you really think was the one to be
congratulated, the short lived child or
the long lived father? Had David disd
ns early as that child died, he would in
the first place have escaped that particu-
lar bereavement, then he would have es-
caped the worse bereavement of Alwa-
lom, his recresnt son, and the pursuit of
the Philistines, and the fatigues of his
military campaign, and the jealousy of
Saul, and the perfidy of Abithophel, and
the curse of Shimei, and the destruction
of his fawmily at Ziklag, and, above all,
he would have escaped the two great cs-
lamities of his life, the great sius of na-
David lived to
be of vast use to the church and the
world, but 8o far as his own happiness
was concerned, dods it not sosm (o yon
that it would have boen lotter for him
to have gone early?

Now, this, wmy friends, cxplaive dgome
things 1hat to you have been ipexplica
ble,

delionts craft into the first harbor.
““Taken away from the evil to come."”

Asmain, my ‘friends, there is & blessing
in an abbreviated enyvthly existencein th
fact that it pata one sooner in the center
of things. All astronomers, infidel as

welt as Christian, agree in balieving that
the universe swings aronnd some great
center., Any one who has studied the
earth and studied the heavens knows that
God's favorite figure in geometry is n
circle. When God put forth his hand
{o oreats the universe, he did not sirike
that hand at right anglea, but he waved
it in & ecircle and kept on waving it in a
circle nntil systems and comstelintions
ond galaxies and all worlds took that
motion. Our planet swinging around
the sun, other planets swinging around
| other suns, but somewhere a great hub
aronnd which the great wheel of the uni
verse turns. Now, that center ia heaven,
That is the capital of the universe, “Chat
is the great metropolis of immensity,
ENOWLEDGE AT FIRST HANDS.

Now, does not our common sense teach
us that in matters of study it is better
for us to move out from the center to-
ward the circumference rather than to
be on the circumference, where our world
now is? We are like those who study
the American continent while standing
on the Atlantic beach. The way to study
the continent is to cross it or go to the
heart of it. Our standpoint in this world
is defective, We are at the wrong end
of the telescope. The best way to study
n piece of machinery is not to stand on
the doorstep and try to look in, but to
go in with the engineer and take our
place right amid the saws and the cyl-
inders, We wear our eyeés out and our
brain out from the fact that we mre
gtudying under such great disadvantage.

Millions of dollars for observatories to
study things about the moon, about the
sun, about the rings of Saturn, about
transita and ocenltations and eclipses,
simply because our studio, our observa-
tory, is poorly situated. We are down
in the cellar trying to study the palace
of the universe, while our departed
Christian friends have gone unp stairs
amid the skylights to study,

Now, when one can sooner get to the
center of things, is he not to be congrat-
ulated? Who wants to be always in the
freshman class? We study God' in this
world by the Biblical photograph of him,
but we all know we can in five minates
of interview with a friend get more ac-
curate idea of him than we can by study-
ing him B0 vears through pictures of
words. The little child that died last
night today kuows more of God than all
Andover, naud all Princeton, and all New
Brunswick, and all Edinburgh, and all
the theological institutions in Christen.
dom, Is it not better to go up to the
very headgquarters of knowledge?

Does not our cowmon senseé teach us
that it is better to be at the center than
to be clear out on the rim of ' the wheel,
holding nervously fast to the tire lest we
Lbe suddenly hurled into light and eter-
nal felicity? Through all kinds of optic-
al instrnments trying to peer in through
the erncks and the keyholes of heaven—
ufraid that both doors of the celestial
wansion will be swung wide open before
our entranced vision—rushing about
among the apothecary shops of this
world, wondering if this is good for rheu-
matism, and that is good for neuralgia
and something else is good for a bad
cough, lest we be suddenly ushered into
a land of everlasting health, whers the
inhabitant never says, I am sick.”

What fools we all are to prefer the cir-
eumference to the center! What a dread-
ful thing it would beif we should be
suddenly ushered from this wintry world
into the Maytime orchards of heaven,
and if onr pauperism of ain and sorrow
ghould be suddenly broken up by & pres.
entation of an emperor's castle, sur-
rounded by parks with springing foun-
tains and paths up and down which an-
gels of God walk two and twol

We stick to the world as though'we
preferred cold drizzle to warm habita-
tion, discord to cantata, sackoloth to
royal purple—as though we preferred a
piano with four or five keys out of tune
to an instrument fully attuned— as
though earth and heéaven hid exchanged
apparel and earth had taken on bridal
arrany and heaven had gone into deep
mourning, all its waters stagnaunt, all its
harps broken; all chaliees cracked at the
dry wells, all the lawns sloping tothe
river plowed with graves, with dead
angels under the furrow, Ob, I want to
break up my own infatnation, and I
want to bresk up your infatuation for
this world. , I tell you if we are ready,
und if our work is done, the sooner we
go the better, and if there are bleasings
in longevity, I want you to know right
| well there aro also blessings in an sbbre-
| viated earthly existence,
